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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the submission filed on 3/6/2008. Claims 1-17 are presented for 
examination. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 3-7, 12-17 are canceled. 

Claim 10, line 2, the phrase "for simulating an electrical network," has been changed to: 
-for simulating an electrical network comprising a computer memory, including computer 
executable instructions to perform a method for providing error information relating to 
inconsistencies, ~ 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 10, and 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while Unger teaches 

a differential algebraic system, a dependence matrix results which can be described as the sum of 
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a pattern with respect to the variable z and a pattern with respect to the first derivative of the 
variable z, and Garcia-Sabiro et al teaches providing a designer graphical feedback during the 
simulating of differential algebraic equations regarding the convergence of solutions for the 
modeling equations so that the designer is better able to debug a design, neither of these 
references, taken either alone or in combination with the prior art of record disclose: 

(Claims 1 and 10) "providing a system of equations describing the electrical network , the 
equations having the form 

wherein x(t) and derivatives x(t) thereof in each case have m number of elements, and p_ is 

a parameter vector that can occur in the system of equations," 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 

reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
